Colonel Wurdemann feels that some

Even a mo- 
mentary loss of consciousness might 
Toe sufficient to cause disaster to an 
airplane. 


Medical authorities associated with 


the flying corps are convinced that 
speeds of 500 to 1000 miles an hour 
may be mechanically possible in the 
future, but they are equally convinc- 
ed that it is very doubtful whether a 
human being will be able to stand 
such speed. 


This kind of speed straight ahead 


causes less effect than turning at the 
same clip. Colonel Bauer of the Unit- 
ed States Army Aviation Corps says 
that it is impossible for a human be- 
ing to stand a speed of much more 
than 300 miles an hour on sharp turns 


Besides these theoretical considera- 


tions there are the statements of com- 
petent flyers who have reported that, 
in making rapid turns ,rapih descents, 
and rapid acceleration in their flights, 
they suffer in their bodies and in their 
senses, and at times lose consciousness 
when submitted to these conditions. 


Moreover, there seems to be gooc 


evidence that the internal organs have 
been dislocated from their positions 
in some cases. A few pilots have been 
found incapacitated from hemorrhages 
into the brain and abdomen, and hem- 
orrhages into the back of the eye, in

later from Hopkins. 


Ickes had about .$100,000,000 in ap- 


plications for projects ready, but some 
of those applications have been with- 
drawn, while applicants wait to see 
what their chances are with Hopkins' 
Work Progress Division. 


Ickes probably will be lucky if he 


gets a third of ?900,000,000. 


Hopkins sits on top. 
He has the 


job of putting 3,500,000 people to work, 
of certifying them from his relief 
rolls, of getting projects under way 
and passing on their employment pos- 
sibilities before approval of the Ickes 
board can become final. 


He also has the job of bossing the 


investigative staff for the entire work- 
relief setup, and of fixing labor rates.

Most of It Will Be Spent 


in Arkansas in Next 


12 Months 


LITTLE HOCK.—Arkansas'* share of 


the $4,000,000,000 work relief fund ap- 
propriated by congress probably will 
be nrouncl $jO.OOO,0(X), most of which 
will be expended in one year by the 
new Works Progress Administration, 
according to tentative plans for allot- 
ment of the funds. 


The $4,000,000,000 is supposed to put 


3.500,000 unemployed persons back to 
work at security wages and In occu- 
pations which they have previously 
followed. Thus, there will be an aver- 
age of J800 to create a job for ench 
unemployed person for n year. 


The Arkansas FERA will have ap- 


proximately 60,000 unemployed heads 
of families on its relief rolls after 19,- 
000 families participating in the lUirnl 
Rehabilitation 
program 
are 
turned 


over to the Resettlement Administra- 
tion Monday. 


Not all of the $800 per person—Ark- 


ansas's per capita allotment is likely 
to be somewhat lower than this aver- 
age—will go to the Individual, it was 
pointed out Tuesday. Out of it must 
come necessary materials for the jobs 
created and administrative costs. 


Because the nim of the new program 


is to pjve as much as possible of the 
money available to the relief clients 
employed on the projects, Administra- 
tor W. n. Dycss warned Tuesday that 
sponsors of proposed projects under 
the WFA will receive scant consider- 
ation unless they arc in a position to 
supply the necessary materials.

sold. 'However, he pointed out that it 
will be necessary to strike a hnppy 
balance between the expenditures for 
labor and materials, in

"usefulness," and the WPA probably 
will originate its own projects, if an 
inadequate number of sponsored proj- 
ects Is approved.
